DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 22, 2006 has been entered. 

The RCE was filed June 9, 2006. 

Claims 4, 7-9, 13, and 16-18 remain withdrawn as drawn to a non-elected species. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 10-12, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The specification does not describe another of the bushes being "slidable 
provided to another of the straight portions"; this recitation comprises new matter not previously 
disclosed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 10-12, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Orihashi (JP 1 1-210713) in view of Hadano et al. (US 6,474,631). 

Orihashi discloses a stabilizer bar (1) comprising a torsion portion (central portion at "1", 
see Figure 1); arm portions (see also Figure 1) extending from the opposite end portions of the 
torsion portion; straight portions (see Figure 2, location of "2") provided proximate to the 
opposite end portions (i.e., near), the straight portions extending along an axial direction; end 
portions of the arm portions (la) mounted to the vehicle via bushes (5); and a stopper (10) 
provided to one of the straight portions, the stopper preventing one of the straight portions from 
moving more than a predetermined idstance in an axial direction with respect to one of the 
bushes, which is provided to one of the straight portions. The stopper is provided to opposite 
sides of the bush (see 10; Figure 1). As shown in Figure 3, the stops are annular. As shown in 
Figure 2, portions 11, 12 of the stops have a "C" or "U" shape. 

Orihashi does not disclose one of the bushes being slidably provided on the straight 
portion. 
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Hadano et al. teaches a stabilizer bushing being slidably provided on the straight portion 
of a stabilizer bar (see abstract, "sliding surface made of a rubber with high sliding properties"; 
i.e., the bushing is rotationally slidable). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Orihashi with the teachings of Hadano et al. to provide the bushing with a 
slidable rubber surface to prevent abnormal noise from the bushing. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lewis et al. shows a bushing of interest. Fader shows a stabilizer bar of interest.
